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While we have illustrated and described a preferred embodiment of our 
inventions we wish to not be thereby limited to this preferred embodiment 
but wish toViclude such changes and variations as fall with the scope of 
the following claims. 
What we claim as our invention is:

a) catch basin including, 

an inlet through which storm water and pollutants flow 
(into the catch basin, 
2) an outlet through which water flows out of the catch 
ba,sin,

apparatus Comprising: 
basin filter 

lment means which encircles the grate 
and couoles the filter to the grate. 
The apparatus according to claim 1 further including a basin filter 
bag with an openingtedge to receive storm water which is 
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smaller in circumference than the circumference of the outside rim 
of the grate which couples the filter bag to the inlet grate thereby 
preventing the filter from slipping lower into the catch basin.

The apparatus of claim 1 wnerein the filter is essentially 
located underneath the grate\inside the catch basin. 
The apparatus of claim 1 wherein the filter is essentially 
located on the top of the grata and the attachment means is essentially 
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located on the underside of the inlet grate. 

10. The attachment means of claim 1 wherein the attachment means 
essentially envelops the filter around the inlet grate. 

1 1 . The apparatus of claim 1 wherein the filter is essentially located 
on both sides of the grate, ijltering storm water both before and after 
passing through the grate.
